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Mother’s Apron Was 
Really Versatile 


I remember one morning, 
many years ago, my mother had 
mislaid her apron. Emphatically, 
ahe insisted she could not pro- 
é@eed with her day’s work until 
she had found and donned this 
mecessary part of her attire. 


How necessary and important 
indeed, was this apron! It did 
much more than protect my mo- 
ther’s dress from soil. As she 
went about her farm tasks, her 
day without her apron would 


have been as full of frustration 


as a carpenter without his ham- 


mer or a chef minus his long- . 


handled spoon. My best memor- 
des of her are ones in which she 
was putting her apron to some 
charitable or pressing use. 


I have seen a handy corner. of 
it serve many times as a hot- 
dish holder when a _ steaming 
blueberry. pie gave sizzling 
warning that another minute in 
the oven was a minute too long. 
I have seen it whipped off in sec- 
onds and lashed into the corner 
of the windowpane where un- 
wanted flies buzzed when “that 
child!” had thoughtlessly left the 
screen door open long enough to 
allow the menaces in. 

My. mother’s apron has wiped 
dry the sweaty, hot faces of 
youngsters after too strenuous 
play. It has erased smudges from 
little hands and many times 
wiped clean a sibling nose. — It 
has been used as a flag to at- 
tract pap’s attention far out in 
the field when important com- 
pany or a long-distance tele- 
phone call awaited him at the 
house, 

It often served as a container. 
Coming surprisingly upon a 
patch of ripe, luscious berries on 
the way to the distant mailbox, 
we had only to drop the eagerly 
picked berries into Mother's con- 
venient apron, the two lower 
corners held outwardly by her 
tanned hands. 

Our yellow, fluffy ducklings 
escaped at one time, from their 
pen and waddled unsuspectantly 
and in ignorance toward the lake 
nearby. Hungry mud _ turtles 
Jurked in the lake’s muddy edge, 

8 warning cry sent us all 

to catch the innocent 

babies before they should be- 
eome a mouthful each. And 
where did we deposit the 
squirming, elusive yellow bits 
to assure their safety until we 
eould place them beside their 
frantic, quacking mother once 
again? Mother's apron, of course! 
*- New kittens, t60, found their 
way into that soft apron when 
it was clear that, since the men

were about to fill the haymow, 
Susie's litter would be smother- 
ed in her last chosen hide-out. 
Susie never minded too much 
Mother's hasty removal of her 
family so long as, trailing close 
on her heels and well ahead of 
us children, she could see enough 
of a twinkling nose or a pair of 
miniature ears sticking out of 
the rounding ends of the apron. 


Once when two or three of the 
neighborhood women took their 
youngest on an afternoon pie- 
nic in a wooded knoll, one of the 
little boys captured a baby rab- 
bit. Unable to make its escape 
fromm the clutches of so many 
youngsters, evidence soon show- 
ed it was not only becoming 
overly handled but frightened 
nearly to death. 


The bunny disappeared, sud- 
denly, as if by magic. It became 
an enigma to the other children 
how the small animal could 
have gottten away when it was 
“right here but a minute ago!” 
But, noting my mother sitting 
apart with the air of one not 
knowing what all the commo- 
tion was about, I soon had my 
private suspicions as to the 
bulkiness of one corner of her 
apron. When the search was 
given up and play resumed, my 
suspicions were confirmed when 
I further noted her momentary 


disappearance into the nearby - 


woods. When she reappeared 
and our eyes met, her forefinger 
was laid against her lips and be- 
tween us no words were neces- 
sary, writes Jean Bunker 
Schmidt in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 


She has often removed the 
apron to shield with it the hot 
sun’s rays from a_ sleeping 
child’s eyes. It has been sub-

And there it 

was when she looked frantical- 

ly about for something with 

which to attract the attention of 
the engineer. 

I think that if my mother had, 
at any time during her fully 
packed life, become marooned 
on an island, it is a safe bet that 
her apron (because naturally 
she would have been wearing 
it!) would have nicely aided her 
in getting back home again. It 
very probably would have flut- 
tered an SOS high atop an im- 
provised flagpole and, while 
awaiting rescue, she would have 
likely busied herself by collect- 
ing interesting and colorful sea 
shells. 

And in sighting the rescue 
boat, I can picture her lower- 
ing her apron, tying it about her 
waist once again and, to insure 
their safe arrival home, piling 
her treasures into it with one 
hand as she firmly grasped its 
far corners with the other!

Refrigeration is needed for 
most vegetables. And they 
should be kept moist as well as 
cold. A closed pan, non-drying 
compartment, or film bag makes 
a suitable container for preserv- 
ing moisture. 

Greens and salad vegetables, 
if dry, should be sprinkled be- 
fore refrigerating. Potatoes keep 
best at room temperature for 
erdinary storage, but keep them 
away from radiators.

Once again the wild oat has 
returned a bountiful harvest and 
the September sun hath cast his 
beams upon a favored land. 
After Labor Day, Maine belongs 
pretty much to us’ns, and the 
vacationists have gone home to 
their dreary affairs thinking 
they had a good time—not know- 
ing that the joys of July and the 
orgies of August are as nothing 
compared to the salubrities of 
September. Our Kathie came 
home rich from a summer job as 
a resort waitress, and then was 
said, sung, and spoken: 

“Let's go camping before 
school opens!” 

We don’t camp as the campers 
do. We see campers all summer, 
duffel atop their automobiles, 
boats bouncing on tiny trailers, 
and a slip stream of picnic pa- 
pers. and abandon. They are 


largely gone now, and camp sites 


are inore available. I got down 
the wangans, sharpened the 
hatchet, nested the skillets, and 
we took off. 


We went to a place called 
Canada Falls. This is on the 
South Branch of the Penobscot 
River, close to Maine's western 
boundary, deep in the wilds. It 
is pretty far up. If you look at 
the map of Maine, you'll see that 


the Penobscot Bay makes a deep. 


gash in the coast. Above tide- 
water, the river divides into the 
East and West Branches. The 
West Branch, later, divides again 
—into the North and South. And 
this is historically important, for 
those rivers were the transpor- 
tation of the olden days, and 
they had timetables and routes 
just like any railroad. 


Not too far from Canada Falls, 


just over a narrow “height of 
land,” you can hit Moosehead 
Lake waters, which flow into the 
Kennebec River. These portages, 
or “carries,” are like a bus ter- 
minal, where you change coaches. 
The intricate systems of Maine 
lakes, connected by streams, lay 
the whole state open to the wa- 
ter traveler. In Indian times, 
these were the routes they trav- 
eled. So you could come up one 
system, portage briefly overland, 
and hit another system. 

Maine was excellent food 
country for the savages, and 
they throve. Students of the 
subject say the populations here 
a thousand years ago were in 
big figures. The  shell-heaps 
weren't made by. a few random 
Indians; they were made by 
great tribes of them all eating 
at once. And when the seasons 
changed, they took off up the 
rivers in their bark and skin 
canoes, fanning out over the end- 
less water systems to hunt. 

Then when the land was open- 
ed by the old lumber barons, the 
rivers and ponds became liquid 
railroads, down which the tim- 
ber could move to the mills. 
Incidentally, in \Maine we call 
our lakes ponds, and smile ind- 
ulgently at Minnesota, where 
eae are called lakes. Moose- 

ead Lake {is about 50 miles long, 
but you'll hear them say, “Pond’s 


rough today!” All through this\ 
wilderness region, long before > 


settlements were made dams 
were put In at stretegic points— 
one of them at Canada Falls, 
This was a “conservation” meas- 
ure, but I’m afraid it was before 
that word had its modern mean- 
ing. 

They made the dams to hold 
back water so it could be re- 
leased when needed, and by 
flushing through enough at a 
time they could send the logs 
down. Hydropower interests 
readily teamed up with the lum- 
ber people, and step by step the 
flowage in all these Intricate 
systems was brought under con- 
trol. A. good mill man at Mil- 
linocket today can look at his 
chart and tell you to the pailful 
how much water he has In every 
sige up and down on the West 

ranch,

Indians had a lovely natural 
falls over some ledges, leading 
down into wonderful pools be- 
low, there is now a concrete dam 
of some size, a baby Hoover 
Dam that was built by private 
industry, but which has the iden- 
tical same purpose in the broad- 
er sense. Above the dam lie 
long stretches of “deadwater,” 
an artificial pond noted for. the 
excellent trout fishing. In the 
old days, before the dam, trout 
used to come up from Seboonook 
Lake, fighting through the white 
water of the rips, and pass up 
into the smaller woodland 
streams to spawn, 


But the “conservationists” ran 
into a conflict of definitions. 
They insisted that a fishway be 
built around the dam, a ladder 
of successive pools which trout 
could use to ascend. This was 
built, and for many years it car- 
ried the desired Eastern brook 
trout over the dam, which he 
could not otherwise surmount. 


However, word went around 
that yellow perch were also 
using this ladder, and were like- 
ly to establish themselves in the 
deadwater. The assumption is 
that perch were not able to as- 
ecend the natural barrier of the 
original falls, and in Indian 
times never got up. And the 
yellow perch is not considered, 
in Maine anyway, a wanted 
creature, We call them, along 
with suckers, dace, and such, a 
“trash” fish. So the fish-ladder 
closed off, and now neither trout 
nor perch, nor even good red 
herring, go up over Canada Falls 
to the wondrous climes above. 
The pool below the dam is the 
end of, the line. 


So, you see, there are things 
to. look at and think about, and 


. with your tent pitched at Canada 


‘Falls you can drop back into the 

lore of the forgotten past, 
imagine the great tumbles of 
logs that went down through, 
and even wonder what a fish 
does about it, anyway. 

I found that the trout follow 
ancient urges, and still try to 
get up. This tends to congregate 
them in the eddy where Canada 
Falls churns its interminable 
flow, and upon suitable solicita- 
tion they may be prevailed upon 
to join you for breakfast. I had 
foreseen this likelihood, and had 
inserted a box of yellow corn 
meal in the wangan—for in an 
emergency it can also be used 
for johnnycake. We like johnny- 
cake fairly well anyway.] didn’t 
see any yellow perches.—by 
John Gould in the Christian 
Sclence Monitor.

During the political campaign 
we will hear a great deal about 
the family farm. Unfortunately, 
this has become a kind of flag 
which we wave to stir up senti- 
ments and prejudices, whereas 
we are actually talking about a. 
locally-owned, independent eco- 
homic unit, 


I believe the preservation of 
farming as an independently 
owned, medium-sized economic 
and social unit is important to 
the future welfare of America. 


_ At the same time, I think it is 


important to know what we are 
talking about. 


Back in the homestead days, 
80 or 160 acres was considered 
a family farm. With present-day, 
machinery and modern methods 
this homestead will not keep a 
family fruitfully employed nor 
will it support the amount of 

machinery and labor ~- saving 
equipment which the modern 
farmer insists on using. 

Much more realistic as an eco- 
nomie unit is what I would call 
the two-family farm, which has 
many advantages. In the first 
place, there is much greater op- 
portunity to use machinery on a 
larger: farm. Also, providing 
more room for. manpower gives 
a married son a better chance to 
stay on a farm in a house sepa- 
rate from the older folks. 

If a son or son-in-law is not 
available to carry on, the two- 
family farm leaves room for a 
married hired man who has little 
hope of owning his own farm 
and yet has a real contribution 
to make as the second man in a 
modern farm setup. It also pro- 
vides an entering wedge for an 
ambitious young man who wants 
to farm but who has no land in 
the family. 

This two-family farm also 
opens the way for a _ higher 
standard of living for both fam- 
ilies. A single family operating 
a farm must keep its nose to the 
grindstone as in few other occu- 
pations. If there is livestock on 
the place, the farm work may 
be so confining that travel and 
vacations are virtually impcs- 
sible, and young people must be 
restricted In their education. 

What chance does this larger, 
two-family farm have of success 
under modern conditions? I be- 
lieve the chances are quite good. 
Two familles, working in har- 
mony, can maintain a keen in- 
terest In the work, and with this 
interest. goes willingness to put 
in extra time and pains to make 
the enterprise successful. There 
are many indications that this 
medium-sized farm can be as 
efficient or more efficient than 
larger farms . 

The very large farm runs into 
all kinds of difficulty, Employees 
on such a farm are inclined to 
assume the same attitude as em- 
ployees in a factory. There can 
be very little doubt that if farms 
get so big as to require multiple 
employees, labor will be union- 
ized and labor and management 
troubles will be saddled on this 
type of farm. Hours of work 


will be severely restricted, and 


the specter of strikes may easily 
enter the farm field. 

Yes, I believe the medium- 
sized unit, owned by a family, or 
small-type corporation, can pre- 
vall in this country. But it must 
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be larger than the family farm 
of grandfather's day if the people 
and the machinery on it are to 
be fruitfully employed. 

So when we talk about a fam- 
ily farm, let it be a farm to suit 
modern conditions and not a 
farm to suit sentimental ideas 
inherited from the past.

chev’s hurry to get disarmament 
talks started at the United Na- 


tions Assembly may well be con-- 


nected with the news of unpleas- 
ant economic facts reaching him 
from home. Mést important 
among these facts is the faillire 
of this year’s agricultural plan. 
This failure could have been 
avoided or cushioned if Soviet 
industry would devote a larger 
share of its capacity to peaceful 
purposes, notably to manufac- 
ture of agricultural machines 
and fertilizer. At present, West- 
ern observers believe, more than 
40 per cent of the national prod- 
uct is spent on armaments and 
nuclear developments. The So- 
viets are paying a high price for 
maintaining a lopsided economy. 
For the second year in a row the 
grain harvest is disappointing. 


The economic development 
plan for this year which the Su- 
preme Soviet or legislature rati- 
fied in October, has called for a 
22 per cent increase over the 
poor grain harvest-of 1959 and 
for an 8 per cent increase over 
the bumper crop of 1958, Neither 
target will be met. It rather 
looks as if the grain harvest 
once again would be very much 
below that of 1958. 


Industry’s responsibility for 
part of the setback in grain pro- 
duction can be seen from the 
fact that agriculture which was 
to receive this year 135,000 trac- 
tor ploughs, 108,000 tractor sow- 
ing machines, and 54,000 grain 
combines actually seems to have 
received little more than half 
the promised equipment. 

Poor weather was another 
factor. After an unusually late 
spring, followed by sandstorms 
which necessitated the resowing 
of more than 20,000,000 acres, 
July once again saw a spell of 
unfavorable weather. Judging by 
the reports which are now in, 
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the grain harvest in the Ukraine 
and in the. Lower Volga region 
will be worse than last year. 


The Soviets, since mid-July, 
pinned their hopes mainly on 
the grain from Kazakhstan and 
Siberia. Kazakhstan alone, wrote 
Pravda on July 11, was expected 
to produce one-third of the 
country’s grain for urban con- 
sumption, for the grain deficit 
areas, for the emergency re- 
serve, and for export. 

But Kazakhstan and Siberia 
apparently are not coming 
through. The Central Statistical 
Administration. reported that on 
Sept. 20 in the whole U.S.S.R. 
96,000,000 hectars of grain land 
had been mowed. This year’s 
total grain acreage was about 
125,000,000 hectars, meaning that 
on 23 per cent of the acreage the 


grain had not even been cut. - 


Since the harvest in the Eu- 
ropean grain lands is virtually 
over, the Asian territories must 
be far behind. Roughly one-third 
of the Soviet grain acreage is 
in Kazakhstan and in western 
Siberia. There, Soviet harvest- 
ing teams are racing against the 
snow. 

Last year millions of tons of 
grain were lost to snow in this 
same area. In some places the 
grain was not cut in time, in 
others the threshing was not 


complete, in others storage fa- — 


cilities were inadequate. Only a 
fraction of the silos and under- 
ground grain bins planned for 
this year have been built. Under 
these circumstances it is quite 
unlikely that the grain crop from 
the Asian new lands is better 
this year than it was in 1959, 
Despite carefully selective op- 
timistic harvest propaganda, the 
newspaper Sovietskaya Rossyia 
now is beginning to call the 
harvest situation in some of*Si- 
beria’s richest grain lands 
“alarming.” Over-all harvest re- 
ports have become restrained, 
If this year’s grain harvest will 
just equal last year’s, as Western 
observers in Moscow believe, the 
first two years of the Seven- 
Year Plan will have marked no 
progress at all. On the contrary, 
the grain harvest would remain 
substantially below that of 1958, 
which was counted as 100 in the 
projected increase percentages.

ance is obviously important, or 
one would indeed be in a pozi- 
tion to cry over spilt milk. 

It turns out that Mrs. Schnu- 
elle is no “Sunday” baker. She 
doesn’t bake just for contests. 
She makes bread at least once 
a week at home, storing loaves 
and rolls in her freezer. 


That is why the selection of 
the Nebraska farm wife for 
first-prize winner with her loaf 
of bread seems to put things 
back into perspective again. No 
chemicals in her recipe to keep 
the loaf soft and prevent it from 
molding. No prepared mix to 
simplify preparation. 

As a matter of fact, that kind 
of bread seldom stays around 
long enough to get moldy or 
stale. It seems odd that bread, 
the commonest of 211 foods, is 
today such a stranger to the fa- 
mily oven. The smell of baking 
loaves is something confined to 
the area of the commercial bak- 
ery. But that, they tell us, is 
progress — and of course we 
shouldn’t wish it away. It is, as 

“they say, a part of our new 
freedoms. “Freedom from kit- 
chen chores,” according to no 
less an authority than the De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The department, in a recent 
pupblication called “The Food 
We Eat” comes up with some 
rather startling statistics on the 
technological revolution in the 
kitchen, writes Josephine Rup- 

_ ley 
Monitor. ; 

Not only does the average 
housewife of today not bake her 
own bread; she often doesn’t 
really cook the meals she places 
before her family. Such meals 
cost more, but save time, and 
the department has figured it 


all out in dollars, cents, and 
hours. 
Take three “ready-to-serve” 


meals costing $6.70 for a famiiy 
of four. If the housewife had 
‘prepared these meals herself, 
the cost would have been some- 
where between $2 and $4.50. But 
it would have taken five and 
one-half hours of her time, com- 
pared to only one and one-half 
hours ‘to get the three “ready- 
to-serve” meals on the table, 


This is admittedly an unlikely 
situation, since most families 
use a combination of foods — 
unprepared, partially prepared, 
and ready to heat and serve. 

All in all, the Department dis- 
covered that American families 
pay some $4,500,000,000 a year 
more today than they did in 
1939, just for the convenience 
of having some of the work of 
‘food preparation transferred 
from the kitchen to the factory 
or restaurant. 


Even though frozén_ foods 
have become standard equip- 
ment in the kitchen, the taste 
of fresh fruits and vegetables is 
far from just a memory. The 
amount of fresh fruit and vege- 
tables shipped into New York 
City alone each year “would fill 
a train reaching from Texas to 
New York,” according to the 
Department study. 


As for farm wives, such es 
Mrs. Schnuelle of Crab Orchard, 
Neb., when they want fresh ve- 

etables, they just grow them. 
And the sound of snapping 
beans or the cracking of pea 
pods is as familiar in the farm 
kitchen as the smell of baking 
bread.

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They Didn‘t Forget 
“Little Lonely“! . 


Near the Tibetan border in a 
wind-racked and bitterly impo- 
verished Chinese village called 
Spring-of-Wine, a ragged, half- 
starved little girl stumbled 
through the streets carrying a 
beggar’s cane and cotton ‘bag. 


Because she was deaf and dumb,‘ 


ahe had no warning of attack 
when dogs were set upon her 
and so her legs were always raw 
and bleeding. When her begging 
did not bring in enough food or 
coins, she was beaten unmerci- 
fully by an old hag who owned 
her as a slave. 

Named “Gwa-gwa” (Little 
Lonely) by other street beggars, 
the girl was the offspring of a 
marauding ‘Tibetan chieftain and 
a Mongolian girl who gave her 
away when she was a baby. Un- 
+i) she was 10 or 12 (no one 
knows her exact age), Little 
Lonely lived in her own world 
of silence, cringing at its hor- 
rors yet unable to cry out-in 
pain or anguish. 

The story is an old. and piti- 
fully familiar one in China, but 
this one has a happy ending. 
One night Little Lonely tapped 
at the door of a British-China 
Inland mission. Three spinster 
missionaries led her inside to 
the light and warmth. They wece 
the sisters Evangeline and Fran- 
cesca French, afd their friend 
and fellow missionary, Mildred 
Cable. All three were so appall- 
ed by Little Lonely's plight that 
that they immediately began 
bargaining through a local man- 
darin to buy her away from her 
owner. The sale was finally 
made at the asking price of 10 
ghillings ($1.40) and the girl’s 
mame was changed to TOPSY. 

Showered with love and at- 
tention, “Little Lonely, whose 
new name in Chinese characters 
means “Love Bond,” became a 
happy, healthy child, Taught to 
write English. words and to 
speak through sign language, 
she accompanied the indomi- 
table missionaries on their tra- 
vels to out-of-the-way places 
around the world until they re- 
tired and went home to England. 

In England, Miss Cable died in 
952, and the French sisters took 
ase to live with them in Dor- 
act. A book, “The Story of Top- 
ay,” was written about her and 
she became a naturalized British 
gubject with the official name 
of Eileen Guy. And it was under 
this name that last week she 


eesca French, Topsy, now 42, be- 


ame the beneficiary of a $42,700 
trust fund.

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Found At Last 
- The “‘Lost Bison” 


The wod bison, granddaddy of 
the familiar plains buffalo, big- 
ger (6 feet high, 12 feet tong, 
2,300 pounds), blacker, and wool- 
lier, once ranged in millions 
from the Horn Mountains in Ca- 
nada’s subarctic to the Color- 
ado plateaus. But such was the 
slaughter as civilization moved 
westward that in the U.S. the 
wood bison did not live out the 
nineteenth century; only in Ca- 
nada did a few hundred, protect- 
ed by law, struggle into the 
twentieth century. 


The decline of the survivors 
began in 1906, when Canada, 
outsmarting a reluctant U.S. 
Congress, bought the last surviv- 
ing herd of plains buffalo in 
the U.S., loaded them into cattle 
cars, and shipped them 1,200 
miles to Wainwright, Alta. 

Some years later a genetically 
ignorant Ottawa bureaucrat add- 
ed the plains bison to the herd 
of wood bison. ‘The. newcomers 
swamped the wood bison. By 
1949, inbreeding had left no 
known pure-blooded bison atha- 
vascae rhoads — the zoological 
name of the woodland. species. 

For years, hope lingered that 
maybe in a remote valley some. 
of the wood bison had escaped 
hybridization, but none was. 
ever found, 

Then in 1957 wildlife officers, 
taking an aerial census of buf- 
falo, spotted some animals in 
the northwestern corner of the 
Wood Buffalo National Park in 
northern Alberta. They were 75 
miles from the nearest hybrid 
herd, separated from it by. mus- 
keg swamps and lakes that are 
impassable except in winter. 
They were big and black; could 
they be unhybridized wood buf- 
falo? 

Last year a ground expedition 
crossed the muskeg to find out. 
Five bison were shot and 
brought back to Ottawa for stu- 
dy. Finally, last month, a “£00- 
logists’ report confirmed the 
home: These were pure-blooded 
wood buffalo, indeed. 
1h Canadian conservation- 


- at 
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ists\have launched a crash pro- 
gram, to find the animals a new 
and isolated range where they 
could survive and even rebuild 
their ranks. Once the site has 
been selected, a wintertime trac- 
tor-train expedition will cross 
the frozen muskeg barrier to 
bring out young cows and bulls 
to start new herds. The old herd 
will be left to continue its fight 
for racial survival. Not far from 


the whooping crane (world po- 
pulation: 40) nests and battles 
for its right to a place on the 
planet. 


Drunks Can't Sue 
In Delaware! 


Three men were killed abou} 
two years ago in an automobile- 
truck crash near Wilmington, 
Del. The driver of the car, ac- 
cording to post-mortem tests, 
was ruled to have been uncer 
the influence of alcohol to such 
an extent as to,be liable crim- 
inally. A similar ruling wus 
made as to one of the passen- 
gers and the second passenger 
was judged to have been under 
the influence of alcohol, though 
not perhaps to such & great ex- 
tent as the other two. 

Survivors of the two passen- 
gers ‘brought suit for $100,000 
and the case was tried in United 
States District Court. Judge 
Caleb R. Layton ITI in a 17-page 
opinion held that intoxicated 
passengers of an automobile 
driver who is under the influ- 
ence of alcoho] cannot recovel 
damages growing out of an ac- 
cident, 

Noting that the driver of the 
car and his two passengers had 
all been drinking heavily before 
the crash, Judge Layton said 
that “it is no less the duty of 
the passenger, where he has the 
opportunity to do so, than of 
the driver, to learn of the dan- 
ger and avoid it if possible . 
To permit these twe passengers 
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the wood buffalo’s present range, . 


to recover here would be a mis- 
carriage of justice ... they were 
guilty of assumption of risk or 
contributory negligence, it does 
not matter which.” 

In the minds of many laymen, 
at least, the person who gets 
drunk and drives an automotive 
vehicle has automatically serv- 
ec notice that he does not care 
what harm or damage he may 
do. It is interesting to find a 
judge extending that idea to take 
in drunken passengers of a 
drunken .driver. What learned 
limbs of the law may think 
about such a case is beyond us, 
but it does, at least, emphasize 
at something like 
drunk in a powerful machine. — 
Commercial Appeal. 


Harvest Of Misery 


The Post-Gazette series on 
migrant labor brings into drama- 
tic focus the fact that a great 
and theoretically enlightened 
state, Pennsylvania, allows thouw- 
sands of men, women and chil- 
dren to be exploited like beasts 
of burden. 

In a well-documented report, 
Frank M. Matthews, Harrisburg 
Correspondent of the Post-Gaz- 
ette, has brought out: 

That between 6,000 and 7,000 
Southern Negroes and Puerto 
Ricans are brought North in 
rickety vehicles to work on Pen- 
nsylvania farms”from July to 

* October for statvation wages. 

They “arrive broke and leave 
broke,” Mr. Matthews reports, 
with the pittances they earn in 
“stoop-labor” going into the 
“company store” operated by the 
labor recruiter who brings them 
North. y 

That it isn’t uncommon to see 
an eight-year-old working in a 
field, his legs wrapped in gunny 
sacking or an old inner tube to 


. protect them from thistles. 


That Pennsylvania has no 
minimum wage law for agricul- 
ture workers, no minimum age 
law applicable to children work- 
ing in agriculture and no unem- 
ployment compensation for 
which migrants can qualify. 

What schooling children of 
migrant workers obtain is made 
available by charitable funds 
and this source of financial aid 
appears to be drying up. 

The State Public Welfare De- 
partment operates four day-care 
centers for migrant children up 
to 14 but there is nothing for 
youngsters of these workers in 
six counties. 

Efforts of the State Labor and 
Industry Department resulted in 


~'the elesing of a number of aban- 


doned barns and chicken houses 
which migrant laborers. had ¢all- 
-ed “home.” | 

Now they have such “luxuries” 
as screens, a water spigot for as 
—-* 20 people and eight by 
ten- cubicles in which as 
many as eight persons live. 

Last year the House approved 
a legislative package to better 
conditions of migrant laborers 
but the Republican senators, 
ears attuned to wishes of farm- 
ers who elect them, killed all of 
it except payment of $1 a day to 
local school districts for each 
migrant pupil. 

But what need the Senate care, 
for, as Mr. Matthews concludes: 

“The migrant is the landless 
farmer, the voteless citizen, the 
voiceless stoic .. . "—Pittsburgh 
Post-Gazette.

come without notice.” So, of 
course, Alice arrived the next 
day, and Crandmother said, “I 
knew you were coming, — drop- 
ped a fork.” 

1) do remember one time 
Grandmother dropped a_ fork, 


and nobody came. After a couple 
of days went by, she used to go 
ever to the window and_ look 
down the road, expectantly. She 
was positive she’d see a buggy 
coming, with Somebody in it to 
fulfill the omen. But - nothing 
happened, and some doubts must 
have crept into her mind. I re- 
member she seemed preoccupied, 
and forgot to pour the froth off 
the milk for the cats. But then 
it happened. 

It was a tramp. A real, old- 
fashioned tramp of the kind we 


_ used to get. The kind who, in 
‘ the first place, tramped. They 
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came wandering up the road in 
complete leisure, never in. the 
slightest hurry, willing to be 
wherever they were when they 


got there. They had a respectable. 


philosophy, granting one or two 
things, and were not resented. 
Perhaps the times were more 
agreeable, and the tramp was ac- 
cepted as some kind of link with 
the rest of the world. 


Not too many people did come 
by. A tramp would clean up 4 
shed, or split some wood. They 
frequently showed considerable 
skill in some of their chores, 
They knew how to handle an 
axe, anyway, and lacking any- 
thing else for them to do a farm 
always had a woodpile to be 
manicured. A tramp knew just 
bout how much wood he ought 
to split for his supper, and he’d 
do twice as much again if you 
let him bed down in the haymow 
with the expectation of breakfast. 
Afterward, they’d move on up 
the road. 


They never stole anything that 
1 knew about, or ‘abused us. 
Grandmother used to judge them 
one from another by the way 
they washed up. She couldn't 
abide a dirty tramp. If one 
splashed water about a good 
deal, and used plenty of soap, 
he attracted her charity accord- 
ingly. Once a tramp = asked 
Grandma for a cake of her home- 
made soap, saying he meant to 
wash his clothes at the next 
brook. She was delighted, and 
regarded him as a high type of 
tramp sure to make a place for 
himself in the world and amount 
to something. 


Anyway, the poor tramp show- 
ed up just as Grandmother's 
dropped fork was about to ex- 
pire as a reliable augury. Ac- 
customed to sitting beneath the 
treés in the dooryard, and laying 
his dishes on the back step when 

“he had finished, this tramp was 
bewildered at the reception he 
got. Grandma brought him right 
into the kitchen, where she pour- 
ed hot water for his ablutions 
and set him a place at the table. 
He didn’t get any handout on one 
of the old. dishes — he got the 
full meal, right through to pie. 

And when Grandfather came 
in from the barn and found this 
disreputable character sitting in 
state at the family board, as 
good as one of the family, Grand- 
mother answered his quizzical 
look by saying simply, and end- 
ing the matter, “ I dropped a 
fork!”

Teenagers And 
Charge Accounts 


Charge accounts for teen age 
customers is the newest wrinkle 
in retailing — and one of the 
most controversial. 


A recent survey by Seventeen 
magazine of, 217 department and 
specialty stores reported that 63 
per cent had some form of credit 
plan for teen agers. In 1959 the 
figure was 32 per cent. 

The Wall Street Journal notes 
that stores have both immediate 
and long range reasons for pro- 
moting credit among young buy- 
ers, who in some cases need be 
only 12 but usually must be 15 
or 16. Grabbing a bigger share 
of the already big teen age mar- 
ket is one reason. Getting young 
people in the habit of buying 
at a particular store is another. 
“Educating” young buyers in the 
use of credit is a third.

Charlotte (N.C.) girl finds a 
charge account “wonderful” be- 
cause it enables her to buy 
things “right quick”. when she 
wants them. She says that a 
charge. account has taught her 
how to manage her part time 
job money. 


Maybe it has. But of our, mid- 
dle aged way of thinking, re- 
quiring a teen ager to wait and 
save is a better way to teach 
money management than encour- 
aging buying “right quick”. We 
believe, too, that parents should 
be the teachers rather than cre- 
dit managers. 


Or is it the parents who allow 
their teen age sons and daugh- 
ters to have charge accounts who 
should. be given instruction in 
the proper use of credit? — Mil- 
waukee Journal.

The glass was ordered by the 
Louvre authorities to protect the 
moct famous smile in the world 
~-that of Mona Lisa, the famous 
portrait by Leonardo da Vinci. 


Mona already has two uni- 
formed attendants and a plain- 
clothes police inspector to guard 
her. as well as a fence to keep 
people off. The glass, it is hoped, 
will prevent damage from kni- 
ves and stones which people 
have been known to aim at the 
canvas.

A few years later, Francis I 
of France bought the painting 
from da Vinci for 4,000 gold 
crowns. But it was not merely a 
portrait of the wife of a Floren- 
tine magistrate that he bought, 
Mona Lisa had become an ideal 
image of beauty. 

An Italian art historian wrote: 
“At one and the same time, 
gentle and perverse, cruel and 
compassionate, gracious and fe- 
line, she smiles.” 


Many people have attempted 
to solve the mystery of the Mona 
Lisa smile. Every day the 
Louvre permits artists to copy 
the treasure, confident that a 
perfect imitation is impossible. 

Shortly after da Vinci's death, 
the Florentine masters of his 
school believed that by unveil- 
ing the Mona Lisa they would 
rob her of her secret. So they 
painted the magistrate’s wife in 
the nude. 

Dozens of these pictures were 
painted and sixteen are in exist- 
ence to-day, but not even the 
best—in a museum at Chantilly 
has succeeded in revealing the 
secret of the magnetism of da 
Vinci’s masterpiece. 

The Marquis. de Sade said of 
her: “The Gioconda is the very 
essence of femininity; she shows 
reticence and spirit of seduction, 
devoted tenderness and avid 
sensuality.” 

Whatever she has, Mona Lisa 
certainly impresses tourists. 
When viewing any other picture 
in the Louvre they comment 
freely. But when in front of the 
Mona Lisa they remain silent, in 
awed, admiration.

But they had to crush so many 
thousand shellfish for so little 
dye that purple was only for 
the rich and mighty.

Guessing Ages 
Is Her Business 


Elizabeth Ralph can take. a 
piece of beam from an old 
temple, the hide from a walrus, 
or the charred remains of an 
ancient camp site and tell you 
how old that temple, thet wal- 
rus or that camp site is. She 
can do this up to 40,000 years 
with a margin of error of only 
1 or 2 per cent. 

Miss Ralph is head of the Car- 
bon 14 laboratory of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and re- 
ceives material from the Arctic, 
Central and South America, and 
the Near East, wherevér the 
university museum’s archaeolo- 
gists are working. 

“In the Arctic this dating 
process helps. us learn more 
about the migratory habits of 
the ancient and modern Eski- 
mos,” said Miss Ralph. “This is 
also the area which gives us the 
most trouble. ~Because of the 
frozen ground our men work 
quite close to the surface. Bones 
and antlers they find are often 
contaminated by ground water. 


“Carbon is only a small frac- 


tion of the total elements of a 


bone and is held in a loose mole- 
cule easily replaced. The ground 
water .may contain dissolved 
limestone. Unless all of this is 
removed from the object, it will 
appear older than it is. Or the 
water may contain humus which 
would suggest a younger date.” 

Carbon 14 laboratory played 
an important part in the uni- 
versity museum’s diggings at 
Tikal, Guatemala. Here there 
was.a dispute between the his- 
and the astronomers, 
They were trying to correlate 
the Maya calendar with our 
own. Through counting the Car- 
bon:14 content in a temple beam, 
Miss Ralph was able to say, 
“This calculation is correct.” 

An interesting task is yet to 
come from the Near East where 
university scientists are working 
on a sunken Bronze Age ship off 
the coast of Turkey. Word has 
come back that the riggings are 
still intact so. it is hoped that 
there will be enough to place the 
age of this ship, writes Erma 
Perry in The Christian Science 
Monitor. 

It costs about $150 to date 
an object. The material must be 
treated first with acid to remove 
inorganic carbon if limestone 
has been washed in, Then sodi- 


or other intrusive particles. 
After washing and drying, the 
material is burned, Gases are 
run through a long series of 
traps which collect impurities, 
both electro negative and radio 
active. The presence of other 
gases is then reduced to one part 
per million. This very pure car- 
bon dioxide is then put into a 
proportional counter and. the 
amount of Carbon 14 is recorded. 
Miss Ralph points out that 
every living substance has Car- 
bon 14 in it which .is in balance

The City of Benares was four 
days out from Liverpool. On

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Inside Story Of 
Great Swindler 


Many people will say they 
know all about Horatio Bottom- 
ley, the arch swindler who ruin- 
ed thousands. But I guarantee 
they don't know my story, learn- 
ed in Paris when the Crown was 
preparing its case against him. 

I learned things that did not 


come out at Bottomley’s trial; 


and they convinced me that if 
ever there was a case that 
proved money wasn't everything, 
that case was the life and more 
particularly the death of Horatio 
Bottomley. 


To evade the gambling laws of 
Britain, Bottomley had been 
running his Derby sweepstake in 
a Swiss city, and on his return 
to London he broke his journey 
in Paris and entered the Grand 
Hotel, where I was drinking a 
nightcap with the editor and au- 
thor, Frank Harris. 


Bottomley came in wearing a 
top hat and an old-fashioned 
frock coat. He stopped by our 
table, and Harris said: “Where 
have you come from, Bottom- 
ley?’ Horatio answered: “I’ve 
just got in from Lausanne, 
Frank, where I cleared £20,000 
with my sweepstake.” 


“That's a lot of money,” said 
Harris, “but just think how 
much more you might have if 
you ran these things honestly. 
After all, you know. Bottomley, 
honesty is the best policy!” 

“Yes,” mused Bottomley, “it is, 
if you can afford it.” That sar- 
donic quip was, I think, the key 
to the puzzle of Horatio Bottom- 
ley’s life. He made up his mind 
he could never afford to be 
wholly honest. 


Bottomley was born in 1860 in 
Hackney, London, a district for 
which he sat later as a member 
of Parliament. His father was a 
tailor’s cutter, but the family 
lived on the border-line of pov- 
erty and at an early age Horatio 
was admitted to a Birmingham 
orphanage. 


Despite his limited education, 
he was a born orator and he 
developed a wonderful knowl- 
edge of the law. Had he been an 
honest man instead of a rogue 
there was really no limit to the 
heights he might have attained: 

During the first world war 
Bottomley was editor and prop- 
rietor of a weekly paper that 
was much read by the Army at 
the Front in France. 

Bottomley used to go to France 
to talk to-the men in their rest 
billets. And during a period 
after the battle of Passchendaele, 
when matters were not geing 
well and there was a certain un- 
rest in France, Mr. Lloyd George 
considered quite seriously ask- 
ing Horatio Bottomley to be- 
ecome.a member of the Cabinet! 

Bottomley would certainly 
have accepted—for what he 


could have made out of it, be- 
cause money was his only inter- 
st, and his knowledge of how

Here are some details of Hora- 
tio Bottomley’s crooked’ dealings 
‘which came to my knowledge 
when the Crown was preparing 
‘the case that eventually sent 
Bottomley to prison for seven 
years. 


_ In his weekly paper he ran a 
competition. Eyery week the 
ses of the win- 
ners were published — people 
who were apparently living in 
humble circumstances. 

But the lawyers for the Crown 
had the curiosity to track down 
all the winners and, strangely 
enough, the stories of each win- 
ner were almost exactly alike. 

Each winner's address turned 
out to be a small pub down a 
side street in a provincial town. 
When the lawyer’s representa- 


tive inquired for Mr. Blank, the: 


reply hardly varied at all. 

“Oh, Charlie Blank, he was a 
commercial traveller who lodged 
here for a couple of nights, then 
he received a telegram, He came 
into the bar here, and said to us: 
‘Look at this, I've had a bit 0’ 
luck; I’ve won a competition 
this week!’ Then he stood 
drinks all round, packed up and 
went off.” 

The lawyer's representative 
followed the trail. The winner 
was always a “commercial trav- 
eller,” the only thing that chang- 
ed was his name. In other words, 
the weekly “winner” was an 
employee of Bottomley who put 
all the entrance money into his 


own pocket! 

Then take this very cruel 
swindle. There was a respect- 
able private bank in London 


called Farrow’s Bank. Bottom- 
ley inveigled Farrow and other 
directors into his nefarious fi- 
nancial schemes, and, as a result, 
Farrow and other directors of 


the bank went to prison, but not 


before the bank had been used 
in what became the great Derby 
swindle, 

In Paris Bottomley ran a sort 
of bank managed by an English- 
man who had previously been 
employed by a famous tourist 
agency and had left them under 
a cloud: it was that type of man 
that Bottomley preferred to em- 
ploy.. 

The “bank” in Paris was used 
to pay out prizes in Bottomley’s 
“Victory Bonds” wherein the 
“prizewinners”. discovered that 


their so-called prizes were 
worthless Polish bonds. 
Bottomley asked his Paris 
manager to find him a _ crook, 
French for preference, who 


could take part in his proposed 
Derby Sweepstake swindle. 

In Marseilles, the Paris man- 
ager found the type of man. for 
whom he was looking. The man. 
had a police record, but what 
was important to Bottomley, he 
had a blind mother and it was 
she who was declared the win- 
ner of the Derby sweepstake 
which was said to have won her 
thousands of pounds. 

The crook brought his blind 
mother to London where she was 
to receive her prize morey at 
Farrow’s bank. The money was 
handed to the crook and was 
supposed to be in notes of one 


hundred pounds each, and these 
the rogue handed over to his 
mother. But instead of being 


hundred-pound notes 
five-pound notes!

Bowling Has A 
Lenthy History 


The bowling boom is on. Men, 
women and children are throng- 
ing to the 1,500 bowling alleys 
across the country. 


Originally a sport for men 
only and usually associated. with 
semoke-filled billard halls bowl- 
ing has become a family game. 
The industry—for that is what it 
amounts to—caters particularly 
to mothers... In the luxurious 
lanes of suburbia there are res- 
taurants, sports shops and even 
closed circuit TY «so Mom can 
both bowl and baby-sit. 


Bowling is especially popular 
in Canada. It has been estimated 
that one in every eight Canadian 
bowls at some time each year. 
And T. F. Ryan of Toronto made 
it easier for women to join in 
the game. He invented five pins. 


In 1909 customers at his Tor- 
onto ‘bowling club approached 
Tommy and asked him to de- 
velop a game that would be 
faster—and one that their wives 
could play. 


He and his father, an expert 
woodworker, decided to shave a 
set of 10-pins down to smaller 
size. They reduced the number 
pins to five, added a rubber 
band and used a smaller ball. 
Thus the most popular game in 
Canada, five pins, was born. 

In this modern game the ball 
travels down the lane at speeds 
of up to 40 miles an hour. The 
pins have to’ be strong to with- 
stand this treatment. Only the 
heart of top quality maple is 
used, and after the pins are 
shaped they receive four coats of 
tough, durable industrial finish- 
es. 


These gleaming modern’ pins 
are different from the crude pins 
used in the middle ages—actual- 
ly the history of bowling goes 
back even further, to the Egyp- 
tians in 5200 B.C. 


Medieval churchmen establish- 
ed a special game. Missiles were 
hurled “against sin” which they 
represented by pins called 
“Heidi” or heathen set up at one 
end of their cloisters. 

Parishioners were given a ball 
to roll at the heathens. If they 
scored a good hit they were liv- 
ing a clean life; if not, they had 
to attend services more faithful- 
ly. It’s been reported that church 
attendance took an upswing with 
each game.

Buy Now, Pay Later 
Old As The Hills 


If you believe that buying on 
the installment plan is a rela- 
tively new business practice and 
a feature of life typical of our 
era, you are wrong. Iifistallment 
credit in primitive forms existed 
thousands of years ago. It was 
practiced by the Babylonians 
and Phoenicians. It was known 
in Rome under Julius Caesar, 
especially in real estate dealings, 


It was not until early. in the 
present century that the idea of 
banks lending money to indivi- 
duals on the basis of character 
and income, with repayments in 
monthly installments, was put 
into pratice. It has now reached 
the astronomical figure of nearly 
$40 billion, according to figures 
released early in 1960, The share

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British Duke Is 
More Than Showman 


Those people who dismiss John 
Robert Russell, 13th Duke of 
Bedford, as just a showman, 
eouldn’t be more wrong: He is 
a man of taste, culture and dis- 
cernment, and an extremely 
shrewd businessman. 


It’s true that at his home, 
Woburn Abbey, the: Duke puts 
on one of the greatest shows on 
earth. It grosses more than 
£100,000 annually and is grow- 
ing all the time. Last year there 
were 462,000 satisfied customers; 


this year he hopes to top the 


half-million mark. 


But the Duke is not ashamed. 


of capitalizing on his ancestors. 
It’s the only way he can keep 
Woburn running and in good 
order. His forbears weren't 
above marrying for money and 
John, the 13th Duke, is quite 
realistic about using every le- 
itimate device to keep the 23,- 
-acre Woburn estate intact. 


“They did what they had to 
do,” says the Duke in a quiet 
but forthright fashion. “And I 
do what I've got to do, This is 
the age of. the ordinary man. 
Everybody's got a car or motor- 
bike and he wants to use it to 
go somewhere and see some- 
thing. He wants entertainment 
and I give it to him — with a 
little instruction thrown in — 
at half a crown a time, and a 
shilling for children. Call it 
escapism if you like. I call it 
@how business.” . 

The Duke, tall, elegant in well- 
@ut dark-grey worsted, moves 
amoothly about his library as 
he speaks. It’s built on the same 
heroic scale as the rest of the 
house. You can pack a fair-sized 
block of modern flats in the 
‘space it occupies. 


His Grace waves a well-tended 
hand in the air in a gesture. em- 
bracing the walls, furniture and 
drapings. 

“This is show business. No 
doubt about it. Being a Duke 
today means you're in show biz 
wp to the neck, otherwise you 
simply can’t exist, let alone live 

the manner in which the pub- 

thinks you should live.” 

_ ‘The old masters framed above 
the leather-lined books look 
down from the walls. Could it 
be with approval? There’s some- 
thing approaching half a million 
pounds’ worth of paintings in 
this room alone. A Rembrandt 
self-portrait, a Hogarth  self- 
portrait, a Hals, a Cuyp. And a 
dozen other selected master-' 
pieces. 

“It was the fourth or fifth 
Duke who was responsible for 
most of those,” says the 13th 
Duke casually. “He thought the 
walls looked a bit bare, so he 
sent his steward to buy some 
paintings. Fortunately he came 
back with mostly Dutch pic- 
qures.’ He nods towards the 
Rembrandt: “That self portrait 
there, for example, cost £16. It’s 
probably worth anything up to 
£100,000 today. Makes you 
think, doesn’t it?” 

These astronomic sums mean 
very little to a man who, when 
he inherited Woburn and the 
Dukedom, also found himself 
saddled with a £5,000,000 bill 
for death duties. That was six 
years ago, since when he has 
paid off all but a million and. 
half, which he confidently ex- 
pects to settle within three or 
four years. 

When he took over Woburn, 
the Abbey was in an appalling 
condition. It hadn’t been decor- 
ated for close on & hundred 
years, Half of it had been knoek- 
ed down by his father, the 12th 
Duke, who was interested only 
in birds, animals and fish. What 
was left was jam-packed with 
furniture, china and pictures 
piled higgledy~piggledly all over 
the place. Within six months, 
working eighteen hours a day 
most of the time the 
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goalkeeper Ramaletto heads for the turf at a London, England, 


soccer practice. 
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had everything ready for visit- 
ors. , 

Queen Elizabeth didn’t sleep 
here. But Charles I did, several 
times. So did Queen Victoria. 
And the magnificent State Bed- 
room with its fabulous tapestries 


. (newly restored by a secret pro-' 


cess) is one of the most popular 
sights in the entire Abbey. 

His forbears had the knack of 
adroit fence-squatting. They 
fought on both sides during the 
civil war, as Roundheads and 
Cavaliers. Hence they managed 
to preserve the Abbey intact — 
until the 12th Duke’s bulldozers 
got to work on it. 


The Great Park — 3,000 beau- 


tiful green acres of it — is alive 
ywith rare birds, bison and herds 
of deer. That, and the house, 
should have been sufficient to 
draw the world to Woburn. But 
the 13th Duke decided it wasn’t 
enough. He installed a children’s 


200, a maze, swings, roundabouts ~ 


and all the fun of the fair. 


At odd times he has staged 
parachute jumps, traction en- 
gine rallies (this drew 20,000 
visitors), horse shows, a nudist 
convention (a washout owing to 
rain), scooter rallies and politi- 
cal rallies (Selwyn Lloyd drew 
a 37,000 Conservative attend- 
ance). 

“Anybody can hold a rally 
here,” says this most democratic 
of Dukes. “Even the Communist 
party. Provided they behave 
themselves, pay the bills and 
clear up the mess.” 

In the planning stage are jazz 
festivals, bowling alleys, fish- 
ing and boating lakes, swimming 
pools and tennis courts, Any- 
thing, in fact, in the entertain- 
ment line that will tickle the 
mid-20th Century palate, writes 
Sidney Vauncey in “Tit-Bits.” 

These ventures need consider- 
abie staff. Apart from the Duke's 
administrative personnel, he em- 
ploys 250 people. There are six 
night watchmen. And fourteen 
Mrs. Mopps come to clean up the 
Abbey every day. Not excessive, 

ally when one considers that 
the 11th Duke never had fewer 
than fifty indoor servants alone. 

All this is tremendously exact- 
ing work, but the Duke has come 
up the hard way. He’s used to 
having it rough. At sixteen, then 
Lord Howland, he was pitch- 
forked into London to fend for 


himself on a pittance of £98 
per annum. 

Then he became a_ reporter 
on a national daily and later 


when he inherited some money, 
- he started a fruit farm*in South 
Africa. 


These days the Duke regards 
himself primarily as a show- 
man, He is always around at 


_ Woburn on visiting days, sign- 


ing autographs and keeping « 
very sharp eye on things. 
He is propelled by a tireless 
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enough te smoke—much kee 
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determination to keep Woburn 
on the map. This will take him 
lecturing to Women’s Clubs in 
America during” October and 
November; in 1961 he goes to 
Vancouver on another lecture 
tour, and the year after he is 
booked for Australia. 

In between times, both here 
and in America, he will appear 
frequently on T.V. But, basic- 
ally, this is not for self-adver- 
tisement, He does it because his 
mame has become ‘synonymous 
with Woburn Abbey. The more 
people talk about him, the more 
they'll come to see his stately 
home. 

After work, the Duke occa- 
sionally drives up to town. Lon- 
don is less than fifty miles 
away and his huge American car 
(one of three in his stable) eats 
up the distance comfortably in 
about forty minutes. He bought 
it second-hand for about £3,000. 
Originally it cost £8,500 and was 
a present from the owner to 
jockey Lester Piggott when he 

e Sir Victor Sassoon’s first 

rby winner. 

The Dike drives very fast. He 
cruises down the M.1 motorway 
so smoothly that one seems to 
be ‘floating on air. When you 
ask him what speed he’s travel- 
ling, it turns out he’s touching 
ninety-seven miles an hour. 

The Duke is a happy man. He 
accounts for his current content- 
ed outlook on life thus: 

“Making people happy is the 
greatest happiness in the world,” 
he says. “An artist creates hap- 
piness with his talent. I strive 
to do it through the medium of 
my wonderful inheritance and 
thereby to preserve it for my 
son and the generations that will 
follow.” 

The Bedford motto is Che 
Sara, Sara . “What will be, 
will be.” John Robert. Russell, 
the 13th Duke, is making sure 
that whatever else won't, Wo- 
burn Abbey always will be

In his New York Times col- 
umn, Bosley Crowther urged 
“utmost vigilance and resporsi- 
bility on the part of those who 
are truly interested in the future 
of the films” with regard to 
“the tendency of producers, 
made evident in any number of 
recent: films, -to go for licenti- 
ous stories and/or inject ex-- 
treme and gross sex details in 
their works . .. With all due 
understanding of the, wish of the 
boys to make a buck, we can 
only see ultimate disaster for 
the quality and prestige of films 
and, as a consequence, for their 
commerce, if this sort of thing 
goes “on.” 


Of 28 United States films list- 
éd recently in this newspaper's 
Movie Guide, 12 were marred 
by sordidness, confused moral 
values, excessive violence 
and/or suggestiveness. Six of 
the stories involved illicit rela- 
tionships — employed, in most 
cases, for more or less sensation- 
al purposes. The incidence of 
adultery exceeded the degree of 
adultness. 


Official classification of films, 
at the state or municipal level, 
according to their suitability is 
not in itself a guarantee of bet- 
ter screen entertainment. It is 
not (as Mr. Johnston enjoys 
pointing out) a cure for juven- 
ile delinquency. However, in 
the light of the almost complere 
breakdown of Hollywood’s long 
vaunted self-regulation and of 
the prospect that “trash for 
cash” has by no means run its 
course, the need has become 
increasingly great for some form 
of control which will at least 
keep the screen’s worst excesses 
from the young and impression- 
able.

Artificial Hearts 
| Coming Soon 


For years, surgeons have been 
inserting a wide assortment of 


Bersdat valves, Dacron. aortas, 
and alectronic stimulators to 
help faltering human _ hearts 


work better. And one day in the 
near future, a doctor may cut 
out a heart altogether and re- 
‘plece it with an electric pump. 
In fact, Dr. Willem J. Kolff, 
director of the department 
artificial organs at the Cleveland 
Clinic -Foundation, says he 
“would be very disappointed” if 
a workable artificial human 
heart isn’t ready in three years. 
A pioneer in developing ,the 
temporary heart-lung machine 
and the artificial kidney now 
used while patients are under- 
going surgery, Dr. Kolff already 
has tried out models of a per- 
manent artificial heart in dogs, 
for periods up to five hours. Re- 
cently he told a group of Mid- 
west doctors meeting in Omaha 
that the man-made heart’s basic 
features are pretty well decided.

_ @mazed his fellow-passengers by 


incessantly poking his head out 
ef the window. Asked what he 
was doing, he replied: “I'm win- 
ning an air race.” 

Everyone thought he was 
erazy. But young Claude Gra- 
hame-White had his wits about 
him that day, filty years ago. 
He had entered his aeroplane 
for the London to Manchester 
race, for a prize that would 
nowadays be worth $150,000. His 

hine was a home-made con- 
traption of wood and fabric, 
and had no navigation instru- 
ments at all. Grahame-White 
couldn't afford them — instead 


the planned to steer by the rail- 


way line and had arranged with 
the railway company to have 
key points along the track 


whitewashed, including the roofs 


of selected junctions. 


But young Claude's career be- 
gan years before — tinkering 
with a bicycle. He grew inter- 
ested in all kinds of machinery, 
and ‘eventually trained as an 
engineer. He built his own rac- 
ing-bike, then took to motor- 
ing on homemade racing models. 

Then he turned to something 
new — to aeroplanes, which at 
that time were slower than a 
modern motorcycle and almost 
as dangerous to the owner. 

Nowadays, pilots must train 
thoroughly before they are al- 
lowed to fly solo. Not so Gra- 
hame-White. After a few hours 
with a textbook on the ground, 
he jumped into an aeroplane 
and flew. . 

He won the Manchester race 
and afterwards sailed to Ameri- 
ea for a series of contests 
against machines far more pow- 
erful and better equipped than 
his own. His ‘plane seemed so 
primitive by comparison that at 
first some of the judges refused 
permission for him to take part. 
But he won through — and 


“. amazed the Americans by tak- 


nig first prize in every race. 

* Back in England again Gra- 
hame-White organized a unique 
air-mail service of his own — 
the first in history — years be- 
fore the Post Office or commer- 
cial airlines dreamed of such a 
thing. 

When he visited the fields that 
were then Hendon aerodrome, 
he set about the task of making 
it into Britain's. number one air- 
port. In the years when night- 
flying was unknown, he staged 
a series of thrilling after-dark 
air displays. Within a few years 
his exhibitions of aerial acro- 
batics had transformed Hendon 
air display into the finest Of its 
kind in the world. 

But Grahame-White never lost 
his love of motor racing. He was 
a frequent visitor to Brooklands 
and on one occasion was racing 
when a wheel of his car worked 
loose and sped into the crowd. 
A gasp of dismay went up. But 
Grahame-White went on and 
with masterly skill managed to 
keep his car on an even keel to 
win the race. 

Seeing the car lose its whee 
a newspaper reporter 
dashed for a ‘phone booth with- 
out waiting to discover what 
would happen and got througa 
to his editor with the headline— 
Grahame-White Crashes. 

When the 1914 war came, hie 
turned aircraft designer and 
manufacturer on a big scale. Re- 
gradless of profit or loss he em- 
ployed 3,000 workers to make 
‘planes for the B.E.F. in France. 

Then — by his own choice — 
he disappeared from the world’s 


headlines. Between the wars he ° 


concentpated on his business. 
When he died recently, at the 
age of eighty, many young peo- 
ple had never even heard of 
him.

Every hunter who has rifled 
his way up the sporting scale 
rabbit to white-tailed deer 
dreams of the day he will turn 
gunsights on a grizzly bear or 
pump lead through the heart of 
a moose. Hunters who have shot 
both prefer to take on a grizzly 
rather than tangle with a bull 
moose. This misshapen creature 
with the massive antlers and 
misplaced goatee — he often 
weighs 1,200 pounds or more— 
is a bulldozer on hoofs, and 
when the fall rut is on he’s spoil- 
ing for a scrap. 

Ordinarily, the sight or scent 
of man is enough to send a 
moose about its business. But 
not if he has his dander up or 
if some cow moose has just 
spurned his romancing. One ex- 
perienced guide told me: “The 
males are on the prod for about 
a month and a half, but the 
cows are interested in them for 
only four*weeks. After an amor- 
ous bull has been spurned a few 
times, he gets mad. He’s itching 
to take on all comers—humans 
included.” 


Despite their massive size, & 
moose can slip through dense 
brush almost noiselessly. His 
eyesight is not good, but his nose 
warns him of danger long before 
he sees it. In. battle with one 


another they charge head-on and. 


the impact of their racks meet- 
ing can be heard a mile away. 


Another guide not long ago 
told me many tales of the terror 
moose struck into the hearts of 
hunters confronted for the first 
time by one of these majestic 
brutes. Some threw their guns 
awsy and fled up the nearest 
tree; others froze in their tracks, 
too flabbergasted to pull the 
trigger. One hunter was shown 
moose tracks along the muddy 
bank of a Jake, took one look at 
them and then began to pack his 
gear. Asked where he was going, 
he replied: “I’m getting the hell 
out of here. I want no part of 
anything that makes a footprint 
like that!” 


And don’t laugh at him! Re- 
member, the Canadian moose 
stands six to six and a half feet 
tall at the shoulder. The massive 
palmated antlers aften spread 
five or six feet in width and 
tower nine or ten feet above the 
ground. His stamina is terrific. 
I’ve talked with a hunter who 
told how he fired, broadside, at 
a moose standing knee-deep in 
the water. “I was positive it was 
w heart shot,” he recalled, “But 
the critter just stood there. I 
was getting ready to fire again 
when my guide told me to wait. 
-“He’s dead,” he said. “If not he'd 
be running.” “And that’s just 
what happened. That bull charg- 
ed e geod 20 yards through the 
water, then fell dead as he hit 
shore. When we examined him 
he had a bullet in his heart!’ 

If you have any yen for this 
kind of backwoods adventure, 
contact guides at North Bay, On- 
tario. There’s a Northern Lodge 
on Little Abitibi Lake, which is 
accessible only by air out of 
Cochrane, and is the northern- 
most permanent hunt and fish 
camp in Eastern Canada, It 
covers an area of almost 600 
miles from North Bay to Fort 
Albany, and James Bay The 


; 


camp operator directs the hunts 
out of a Cochrane hotel where, 
in moose season, you'll hear 
everything from the slow drawl 
of a Texan.to the jabber of the 
Cree and Ojibway Indian. Mil- 
lionaires climb out of Cadillacs 
to rub shoulders with squaws 
badgering for advance on their 
husband’s guide pay. Many of 
the hunting parties are lined up 
and despatched right from here 
by ng to the moose hunting 
grounds, 

There seems to be no explana- 
tion for the recklessness of a 
bull moose charging a railway 
locomotive or plunging head-on 
into a speeding automobile. In 
the Chapleau district of Ontario, 
where moose are plentiful, sev- 
eral locomotives have tangled 
with enraged moose. Train crews 


call the bulls to battle. Others 
say it is just pure cussedness. 


Out the Temiskaming high- 
way, 20 miles from North Bay, 
a surprised motorist not long ago 
had his car smashed by a moose 
which leaped atop it from an 
overhanging wall of rock along- 
side which the car was parked. 
A trapper in the Temagami dis- 
trict reports being treed for six 
hours by a bull which had pre- 
viously been severely gored ina 
battle with another moose, 
writes Ralph T. Burch in “The 
Police Gazette.” 

The moose, behemoth of the 
North American Continent, fa- 
vors the forests of Ontario. Hard 
hunting after the last war de- 
pleted the herds so much that 
nonresident hunters had to be 
parred. But now the bars have 
been lifted, and in practically all 
sections of the province where 
there is moose habitat, the herd 
has ‘made excellent population 
gains. During a season of nor- 
mal weather, moose hunters are 
extremely successful. In some 
years more than 80 percent of 
those licensed bring out animals. 


There are some hunters who 
claim that the lowest powered 
rifle that should be considered 
for moose is a .300 Savage with 
220-grain bullets. I like the .30- 
06 for all-round big-game hunt- 
ing in Canada, It works equally 
well on bobcats, deer, wolf or 
moose by. using different weight 
bullets. Slam a 180-grain Rem- 
ington Bronze Point into the 
spot of a moose from a 30-06, 
andi he'll fold like a wet blanket. 

Some of the hunting is still- 
hunting. Gunners are stationed 
on promontories ove rlooking vast 
marshy flatlands (moose mead- 
ows) to wait for moose to show 
themselves. In this kind of hunt- 
ing, telescopic sights are advis- 


able. There are stil! available 
many guides in Ontario who can 
call the bull moose to the gun 


—especially if the rut is on, In 
this type of woods hunting, open 
sights are adequate, and some- 
times. preferable to telescopic 
sights, and most certainly so if 
there is snow on the trees. 

A veteran moose hunter told 
me of his guide’s strange duel 
with a cow moose: “Jim, who 
had called more than 40 moose 
since his boyhood, got the bull 
on a string almost at once though 
other callers had worked that 
ares without much success. It

was a completely windless after- 
noon; his calls roiled across the 
hills in a vibrant chant.

It emerged into a 
swamp to the west of us, where 
it was hidden by willow trees on 
an intervening point of land. 

“Though there was heavy 
splashing, it wasn’t apparent that 
a cow was with the bull till 


‘more than half an hour after the 


calling started. Then, over and 
above the bull’s grunting, thete 
came the wailing baritone of a 
female. Joe gasped in dismay! 
He backed the canoe out of the 
weed bed where it was lodged. 
With great power, he drove it 
in complete silence through the 
water, to a spot close behind the 
willows. 


“He began to simulate the 


grunting of a bull, in hope of ~ 


arousing the antagonism of the 
beast. There was silence for a 
long time, and again there was 
the sound of heavy splashing. 
Jim switched back to the call of 
a cow, and the real cow sounded 
off again. 

“Jim went through this reper- 
toire in full blast. The bull then 
made its decision. The enticing 
new creature behind the willows 
was the one it wanted. It began 
to march to its fate step by step, 
grunting with each water-slosh- 
ing grunt; a veritable orchestra 
of grunting filled the air.” 

The veteran moose hunter con- 
tinued: “I had my rifle ready as 
he walked out in the open, 40 
yards away. From the bottom of 
the canoe, it looked as big as a 
house, antlers held high, small 
eyes fixed right on us. I fired, 
the beast crumpled, like a fall- 
ing wall. We dragged the canoe 
through the mire, walked in 
cautiously. It - had been killed 
instantly from the shot.” 


trampled, moose calling is done 
from a canoe. The sounds of the 
horn roll across the water, rico- 
chet off the barrier of spruce 
and willows lining the shore and 


. seatter in cascading echoes into 


a bleak October sky. You hud- 
dle ir. your canoe and you shiver. 
But your trembling is not from 
the cold alone. You‘re waiting, 
tense and hopefully for the first 
sounds that will tell you a bull 
moose is comfhg to his death. 
The call lures him from miles 
away. From the birchbark horn 
at the guide’s lips comes a loud, 


punctuated by long baritone 
wails. One of nature’s least 
feminine sounds, but, nonethe- 
less, the call of a lonely cow 
moose. Your guide is calling for 
keeps now, swinging his head in 
wide circles. 

“Qooo-awh!” This is it! You 
suck on your cigarette — and 
you listen. Nothing! Then, sud- 
denly, from about a mile away, 
you-hear it, Then, much closer, 
the thudding sound of bone 
striking trees. The guide grunts 
softly through his horn, then 
drops it and starts sloshing the 
water with a canoe paddle to 
simulate a cow wading in the 
weed beds of the lake, Silence 
again, Then a neavy crashing of 
saplings and a vibrant grunt. 

A charging bull moose, driven 
by passion for the cow he thinks 
awaits him, is an awesome mon- 
ster when he crashes into sight 
through the spruce trees. This 
is when you need to know your 
rifle — and exactly how to use 
it. 


Nasty Moments
